V. Claim 1 , drawn to a method of treating or reducing the risk of acquiring 
loss of muscle mass comprising increasing levels of a sex steroid 
precursor and further comprising administering a selective estrogen 
receptor modulator, classified in class 514, subclasses 171, 456. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Groups I, II, III, IV and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In 
the instant case, the different inventions have different functions as each method is 
drawn to a distinct medical condition having different etiology and known to be 
separately treatable. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, required searches involving non-patent literature search, the 
searches involving different biological pathways, different mechanisms would place 
undue burden on the Examiner. Therefore, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the compounds recited as sex steroid precursor listed in claim 1. The species 
are independent or distinct because each of the sex steroid precursors listed in claim 1 
has its own unique chemical/physical properties.
